More Flood Control? 


Would the people of Los Angeles county vote ten million 


dollars in bonds, say, a year from the present, in February of 
1923, with which to control the San Gabriel river with a dam or 
series of dams in the canyon? 


And, if the people voted such an issue, would the congress 


of the United States approve the expenditure of, say five mil- 
lions to aid in this project, and the state of California another 
five millions ? 


If such a project is possible, then a program should be pre- 


pared at once, for it takes at least one year to lead up to such 
a bond election. The people will not vote it unless they thorough- 
ly understand it. And it takes time to acquaint the people with 
'such a project. 


Motley II. Flint, president of the Los Angeles Trust & Sav- 


ings Bank, is hopeful that such a campaign will be started. He 
says nothing as to the possible amount of the bond issue, but he 
is very much in favor of bringing the question before the people 
this year in a form that will make the project well understood. 
It has been closely estimated that the control of the San Gabriel 
in the canyon will cost at least fifteen millions, probably twenty 
millions. Mr. Flint was chairman of the flood control campaign 
committee that directed the campaign resulting in the passing 
of the bond electon that gave us the Devil's Gate dam, the San 
Dimas dam and other successful projects. 
In writing to the 


editor of the Argus in approval of recent flood control articles 
in this paper he expresses the hope that a plan be evolved at 
once which will get this question before the people. 


There is no question as to the amount of money such a dam 


would save the people, the state and the nation. That vagrant 
river has removed millions of dollars worth of property from 
the tax-roll of Los Angeles county in the past ten years. It has 
ruined countless number of bridges for the county, the state and 
for the railroads. It has caused a great loss through delayed 
freight and passenger service, and has inconvenienced thousands 
by making detours necessary for long periods. 


All citizens should give consideration to the matter of tak- 


ing action leading toward a bond issue. At some early date it 
should be threshed out along thoroughly practical lines. The 
feasibility of such a dam is known to engineers who have passed 
.

Bread cast, upon the waters returned 


o the stockholders of the Coviua Citrus 
Association this week through the re- 
fund of money invested in stock in the 
Fruit Growers' Supply Company, a sub- 
sidiary company of the California Fruit 


rowers Exchange. 
In common with other associations 


affiliated with the central body, the Co- 
vina Citrus Association stockholders 
•uithorized the purchase of stock 
in 


1908, which made possible the capital- 
zation of the supply company, the pur- 
pose being to supply box sho6k and 
other material to growers at cost. The 
supply company is now on its own feet, 
and this week $27,400 was distributed 
to the original stockholders through a 
vote taken at the annual meeting of the 
Covina Citrus Association, held on Mon- 
3ay. 


The association held one of the most 


protracted meetings in its history on 
Monday, due to the fact that there was 
i large amount of diversified business 
o transact. It was an all-day meeting 
vhich held over into the evening. Lunch 
was served by the Baptist ladies at noon 
ind there was a large attendance. 


One of the important matters dis- 


cussed at length and adopted was a 
change in the by-laws making it possi- 
)le for the association 
to 
negotiate 


oans directly with the federal reserve 
system, if at any time the growers wish- 
ed to do so. 


By far the longest discussion was 


that of the matter of joining in the 
)lan of shipping fruit by water. The 
discussion was more. in the nature of 
Hinging out all the facts concerning 
the plan to charter five or six vessels 
on a bare boat charter of the federal 
shipping board, and transport oranges 
and lemons by water through a company 
'ormed of individual growers. The com- 
pany is not a part of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, but is a sepa- 
rate corporation, aided and directed by 
;he exchange and participated in also 
3y other Pacific Coast shippers. 


The Covina growers adopted a reso- 


lution which guarantees that the asso- 
ciation will ship ten per cent of its 
fruit by water during the coming year, 
and the payment of five cents per box 
of fruit into the capitalization of the 
new company. The plan is one which 
has been adopted by practically all of 
the associations marketing their fruit 
t^r-riff^ fTi" r^fliTijMjf i Tj ni"fftrijp r*Hi- 
cal and highly "progressive departure'on 
the part of the fruit growers, and one 
which will do much to equalize the 
freight rates to the east, the Covina 
growers believe. 


The annual report submitted showed 


that this association has shippe^l, all 
varieties, a total of 
271,851 packed 


boxes, bringing $470,339.34, an average 
per packed box of $1.730137. There was 
deducted for packing expenses the sum 
of seventy-five cents per box, and seven- 
teen cents for selling expenses, or a 
total of ninety-two cents. The actual 
cost of packing pcd box was announced 
as a fraction over sixty cents, and the 
cost of selling and advertising that of 
.102145. Two cents is appropriated for 
the regular stock in the Growers' Sup- 
ply Company, and ten cents for the pur- 
chase of special new stock in this com- 
pany. The purchase of revolving fund 
stock in the supply company amounts 
o two cents, and the rebate amounts 
o seven cents. 


The Covina Citrus Association is one 


of the best-equipped of the associations 
n the San Gabriel valley, having a new 
packing house with the largest floor 
space and most modern equipment.

In Good Condition 


Reports read to the stockholders of 


the Covina Irrigating Company on Tues- 
day of this week at the annual meeting 
showed that the company is in a con- 
siderably henltHer condition financially 
as the old ycav ends, and that quite a 
little equipment has been accumulated 
which will work toward a betterment of 
the service to the ranchers. 


This company has always been in 


good condition, but the retirement of 
obligations and a conservative manage- 
ment have tended to increase its effi- 
ciency as the years go bjf, so that today 
it stands as one of the best-operated mu- 
tual companies in Southern California. 


The year past has been an uneventful 


one in the business of the company. The 
stockholders have received a sufficient 
supply of water, and the operating costs 
have been satisfactory. The new year 
opens with a big rain, one of the heav- 
iest in the history of farming in the 
valley, filling the subterranean water 
supply. 


The board of directors for the coming 


year will be as follows: 
A. P. Kerck- 


hoff, president; J. H. Coolman, vice- 
president; J. 0. Hoiiser, J. R. Elliott, 
Edwin Barry, R. A. Welch, C. P. Colver, 
R. M. Douglass, P. H. Maurcr; First 
National Bank acting as treasurer; B. 
M. Given, secretary; G. C. Harnish, sup- 
erintendent. Mr. Elliott was reappoint- 
ed to the Committee of Nine, Eastside 
committee, and San Gabriel Protective 
Association. The executive committee 
consists of J. 0. Houser, J. H. Coolman, 
and J. R. Elliott. 


The report of the superintendent is as 


follows: 


Covina^ California, January 10, 1922. 


To the stockholders of the Covina Irri- 


gating Company. 


Gentlemen: We have just completed 


a very satisfactory and economical year. 
Satisfactory, inasmuch as we have at all 
times had an abundant supply of water, 
and economical inasmuch as our expen- 
ses have been confined to the minimum 
amount consistent with efficient service. 


Our expenses arc largely controlled by 


the amount of pumping necessary to 
augment our supply of water from the 
canyon, which, although somewhat less 
this year than last, wa;s very satisfac- 
tory. The minimum flow recorded dur- 
ing September and October was 1400 
inches, which is above the average. The 
length of the irrigating season, also, is 
a governing factor and this year's sea- 
son was considerably longer than last 
year's season, when we pumped only 
about six weeks. 


At our La Verne plant, running 2472 


hours, we pumped 296,640 hour inches; 
average head 120 rniner's inches; aver- 
ige cost per hundred hpur in(^jes,_i2,01_. 
'jlic replacing1 of the piping in several 
of these wells this year has added ma- 
terially to the expense chargeable to 
this plant and shows a disproportionate 
cost per hour inch pumped. 


Our Irwindale plant, running 1106 


hours, pumped and boosted 580,650 hour 
inches of $11.11; average head boosted 
was 525 miner's inches. 


The water level in our wells failed 


somewhat during the past season, but 
since the generous rainfall of the past 
month have recorded more than last 
year's loss and it is expected that be- 
fore the next pumping season starts, 
they will be higher than they have been 
for several seasons. 


During the past year we have made 


and laid 390 feet of 24-inch, 1120 feet 
of 18-inch, 630 feet of 12-inch, and 200 
feet of 8-inch pipe and have in the pipe 
year 1000 feet of 18-inch pipe to be laid 
during the present winter. 


A plan has been adopted whereby a 


sum of approximately $2000 will be ex- 
pended each year for increasing the 
capacity of the pipe lines in the upper 
district to enable us to extend the priv- 
ilege of daylight irrigation to stock- 
holders in that district. 
This plan( 


which will be completed within a few 
years, together with additional boosting 
facilities, will elimnate the necessity of 
Jiight irrigation for these stockholders 
and extend to them a service and a pro- 
tection to which they are entitled. The 
completion of this program will mark a 
great stride by our company toward the 
perfection of a service to our stockhold- 
ers, generally, which perhaps is unexcell- 
ed in the state, considering the depend- 
ability of supply and efficiency of ser- 
vice. 


The amount of rainfall we have had 


to date, the assurance we have of a 
moderate winter, the prospects for fa- 
vorable conditions generally throughout 
this section, together with the satisfac- 
tory condition of OUT system and equip- 
ment, all seem to indicate a successful 
season to follow.

operation in such cities as Lima, Ashto- 
bula and Mansfield, Ohio, in Claremont 
and Chino in this state,* and in Hood 
River, Oregon. It is designed to elim- 
inate some of the . objectionable f ea 
tures of what is known as the full auto- 
matic system like that of Los Angeles 
city, and at the same time include many 
of the desirable features of the auto- 
matic, Manager Wright said. There are 
no dials to work in the new San Gab- 
riel valley system. 
The person tele- 


phoning uses the same kind of instru- 
ment that is now in use. The numbers 
are called to an operator in the same 
manner as heretofore. 
The operator in 


the main office of control sits at a ma- 
chine .gomething similar to ari adding 
apparatus and punches buttons that cor- 
respond to the number desired. 
The 


telephone in the home or office of the 
party desired rings when the number is 
punched, and the line then becomes 
sealed. The operator cannot "listen in" 
on the lino. The girl in the office can- 
not reach the party calling without 
going to a telephone and calling up in 


the usual manner. No telephoning can 
je done from the operator's machine. 
The old telephone switch board is en- 
ircly dispensed with. 


There will be no duplicate numbers in 


;hc system, and all numbers now exist- 
ing will be dispensed with. The auto- 
matic system starts numbering at one 
thousand. Where in the present instance 
;here are duplicate numbers in Azusa 
and Covina with a prefix of the local- 
ity, there will be no duplicates, and 
the prefix will be a letter. 


When the person 
telephoning has 


jivcn the desired number to the opera- 
tor ho will hear the bell ringing on 
that line. If the person called does not 
answer the person calling will know 
that the party cannot be reached at 
that time. The girl cannot "break in" 
on the line, and will not give the in- 
formation, "They do not answer." She 
will not say '' I am ringing them.'' The 
sound of the buzzing bell will be notice 
to the person calling that the number 
is being called. 
By hanging up> the 


person calling can reach the operator 
again. 


FACILITATES SERVICE. 


Manager Wright said that the amount 


of calls that, can bo hdndled over this 
system will be three times that of the 
old system. 
Besides guaranteeing to 


the person calling an absolutely secret 
line upbn which no operator can break 
in, the system "speeds up" the time 
between calling and receiving an an- 
swer, as there is but one operation in 
reaching any subscriber in any town. 
The present system makes it necessary 
when calling a person in a neighboring 
town to first call the operator and ask 
for "Azusa," or "Puente," or "Glen- 
dora." 
The operator then calls the 


town and the operator in the neighbor- 
ing town answers direct to the person 
calling and takes the number. 
This 


transaction will disappear in the new 
system. A call originating in Covina, 
for example, and intended for a person 
in Azusa, will be punched into the oper- 
ator's machine at Covina, will register 
automatically in thf Azusa sub-station 
and be transmitted automatically to 
the person called in that locality. One 
human operator will handle the entire 
transaction and with one operation on 
the number machine.-' V ". 


Manager Wright says that the new 


system will be in complete operation 
about the fifteenth 'of May. 
That it 


will be of great assistance to transact- 
ing business between the towns of the 
valley, and that it will speed up the 
entire system is his statement, based 
upon the successful operation of similar 
systems in the localities mentioned.

Hobson in Address 


To Big Audience 


A crowd so great that the Covina 


Methodist church could not accommo- 
date all who wished to enter gathered 
on Sunday evening to hear Richmond 
Pearson Hobson, famous orator for the 
dry forces, former congressman, and 
hero of the American navy in the Span- 
ish-American war. 


Captain Hobson's subject was "The 


Foundations of Peace," and for an 
hour he held the audience to attention 
while he outlined the great work which 
the workers for prohibition are doing 
throughout the country and the world. 


The fight now is not for prohibition 


but for national patriotism and the up- 
holding of the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, he said. The people of this 
country must recognize that in defying 
the eighteenth amendment they are de- 
fying the great instrument which is the 
bulwark of our American liberty; that 
a blow at the constitution is a blow di- 
rected at the democracy of this nation, 
he said. He urged every business man, 
every rancher, to make a personable 
example in upholding the constitution, 
and said that upon the strict enforce- 
ment of the laws of this land and of 
other lands would be laid the eventual 
foundations for peace. 


"These forces represent lawlessness 


and anarchy," said Mr. Hobson. "They 
have unlimited money. They put out 
3,000,000,000 pieces of literature last 
year. 
There are 2,000,000 Beds in 


America and they are employing 30,000 
paid agents. In its issue of today the 
Los Angeles Times, that sturdy defend- 
er of the constitution in this section, de- 
clared that those who are violating the 
law of the country and debauching its 
moral sense are the bootleggers and the 
bootleggers' patrons. We make war up- 
on these forces of anarchy. The test of 
an American is that he is ever ready to 
defend the constitution and secure re- 
spect for law. We call you to the col- 
ors. The showdown has come." 


He was introduced by Rev. Howard 


B. Clark, pastor of the church, who 
also sang a bass solo, "We'll Bury 
Him Deep," a well-loved campaign 
song of the dry forces. The cooperating 
churches of Covina participated, the 
meeting having been arranged by the 
local ministerial association. 


Los Angeles Chamber 


For Flood Control 


With G. Harold Powell presiding as 


chairman of the Los Angeles City 
chamber of commerce agricultural com- 
mittee, representatives from the San 
Gabriel valley met with that organiza- 
tion last Saturday in Los Angeles, and 
renewed a movement for the conserva- 
tion of water in the county, combined 
with a large program of flood control. 


The meeting was attended by J. E. 


Elliott of Coviua, as representative of 
the Covina Irrigating Company and the 
Committee of Kine of the San Gabriel 
canyon, and by Jonas E. Killian of El 
Monte, president of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of the San Ga- 
briel valley; C. A. Griffith of Azusa, and 
members of lite board of supervisors, 
farm bureau and other organizations. 


The general plan is for not only con- 


structive flood control, but the conser- 
vation of waters in both San Gabriel 
and San Fernando valleys. The initial 
step that will be requested will be for 
members of the board of supervisors, 
that they make provision for a survey 
of reservoir sites in the Sail Bernardino 
and Tejunga watersheds, with a view of 
ascertaining the physical possibilities 
and the estimated financial foundation 
warranting the construction of adequate 
conservation projects. 


It was brought out by several of the 


speakers that the flood damage and 
waste entailed at each excessive rain- 
fall represented a sum sufficient to fi- 
nance a conservation project. It was 
also pointed out that a survey should 
be made of water availability. The 
rapid increase in the number of acres 
being brought under cultivation in Los 
Angeles county and the fast increasing 
population are bringing warnings from 
economists regarding the conservation 
of waters.

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Alfred Dolge Dies 


In Milan, Italy 


Alfred Dolge, for ten years a rancher 


of the Covina valley, during which time 
he lived in the city of Covina on East 
Badillo street, 'known throughout the 
United States as one of the foremost 
authorities on the making of pianos, 
died in Milan, Italy, on January 6, ac- 
cording to dispatches which were re- 
ceived by members of his family in San 
Francisco. 


Alfred Dolge founded Dolgeville, Now 


York and Dolgeville in West Alhambra, 
California. He was a maker of felt 
hammers for pianos, and made a life- 
study of his trade. At on« time he was 
rated as a millionaire, but in the later 
years of his life his fortune dwindled. 
The venture in felt manufacture in Al- 
hambra was not a success, and his in- 
vestment in citrus properties in the 
Covina valley did not turn out to be 
profitable. But his influence on the pi- 
ano manufacturing business of the 
United States, and indeed throughout 
the world, was very significant, so that 
he came to be known as one of the lead- 
ing men of the industry, an authority, 
not only on the mechanical perfection of 
the instrument, but upon music for the 
pianoforte, an historian of the achieve- 
ments of the great masters of the pi- 
ano, and a writer on the progress of 
the instrument from its inception in 
the spinet and other crude instruments 
of the early periods. 


His book, "Pianos And Their Mak- 


ers," had just been finished when ho 
came to Covina, and he instituted a 
world-wide advertising campaign to sell 
this product of his years of study and 
industry. The Covina Argus Publishing 
Company printed a large amount of cir- 
culars and prospectuses for him, send- 
ing out a greater volume of literature 
for Mr. Dolge than has ever been print- 
ed for any other single object for this 
firm. His book was received every- 
where in musical circles and in the me- 
chanical trade as an invaluable contri- 
bution to the^piano industry, but it was 
not a large financial success. Mr. Dolge 
spent nearly ten years of actual prepar- 
ation and into it went a lifetime of ac- 
quired knowledge. 


Mr. Dolge was a familiar figure in 


Covina during the past decade, only 
leaving this city a short time ago He 
never entered into local affairs to any 
extent, because, as he told the writer 
he had passed through the period when 
he could actively engage in municipal 
and other political matters. But he was 
still the man of fine, intellectual vision. 
The war in Europe nearly broke his 
heart, and in many ways was respon- 
sible for the breaking up of his rugged 
health. Born in Germany, he retained 
a love for the Fatherland that was 
sentimental, but he was an enthusiastic 
citizen of the United States. 
In his 


earlier life in New York city, during 
the period when he was a successful 
manufacturer, he was a participant in 
Eepublican politics, a strong protective 
tariff advocate. In fact, the greatest 
blow that was ever given his felt manu- 
facturing industry was delievercd by 
the Democratic administration during 
the time of Cleveland's incumbency, he 
stated on many occasions. He was a 
forceful speaker and writer. 
At num- 


erous banquets and public meetings of 
a political nature he was heard during 
the political campaigns of two or three 
decades gone. He wrote many pamph- 
lets on political subjects, among which 
was a treatise on the effects of high and 
low tariffs that is still considered as a 
part of the effective literature of the 
Eepublican party. 


Mr. Dolge maintained forceful ideas 


concerning the great war, asserting that 
it was caused by great economic pres- 
sure in Europe. 
America's entrance 


into the war caused him great sorrow. 
He waa in every sense a loyal American 
citizen, but one who was torn by 'a 
sentimental love for the1 land that gave 
him birth. 
During the years of the 


war he travelled on the Pacific coast 
for a group of piano manufacturers of 
the east. 


Shortly after the close of the war he 


prepared to travel in Europe, and on 
arriving there began to send back ar- 
ticles on the economic conditions exist- 
ing, several of which were printed in 
the Los Angeles Times and in New 
York and eastern papers. 


Born in Chemnitz, Germany, on De- 


cember 22, 1848, Alfred Dolge was edu- 
cated in the common schools of Leipzig 
and moved to New York in 1800. He 
first obtained employment at a bench 
as a piano maker. Three years later he 
started in business for himself and open- 
ed the first piano felt factory in the 
United States at Brooklyn in 1871. 


Two years later he moved to Herki- 


mer county, New York, and founded 
the town which is named after him. In 
1874 he made a radical departure in 
methods of handling labor by introduc- 
ing the pension and insurance system in 
his factories. 


He moved to the Pacific Coast in 1903 


and organized the Alfred Dolge Manu- 
facturing Company. The same year 
the town of Dolgeville, seven miles east 
of Los Angeles, was founded by him. 
During the latter active years of his 
business life he wrote "Pianos and 
Their Makers," considered one of the 
best histories and treatises on piano 
manufacture.

He predicted thut this part of the 
state would become the center for a 
great back country, a "hinterland" 
taking in Arizona, Idaho and Montana, 
and with a great seaport that would 
deal on a marvelous scale with Austra- 
lia and the countries of the Pacific 
ocean. 


TAMER OF THE REDS 


An ovation was accorded to Ole Han- 


son, former mayor of Seattle, when he 
rose to speak. Because of the fact that 
he became a national character during 
the war, when he defied and defeated 
the I. W. W. onslaughts on the govern- 
ment of Seattle, Mr. Hanson is still an 
idol of the people who believe in law, 
order and patriotism. He recently com- 
pleted a trip to Europe, and has now- 
become a partner in real estate business 
in Los Angeles. 


Among the points made by Mr. Han- 


son was that the people of the United 
States, even in the most depressing 
years 
of industrial stagnation, have 


been infinitely richer per capita and by 
far better off in every way than the 
common people of England arc during 
the best years of that nation's history. 


The speaker drew a graphic word pic- 


ture of the suffering in England, of the 
degrading poverty, and of the insecurity 
of the government that is attempting to 
placate labor unionism on the inside and 
warring dependencies on the outside.
